House, repeatedly stood up In his car* 
riage and waved his hat and bowed

to the

Hint lined the street. 
He looked the 
picture of health. 
Many government officers met the 
president 
at 
the station. Secretary 
Pay lie 
threw his 
arms about 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
and 
whispered to 
him 
When the president reached home, he 
received tho high school cadets, who 
had formed his escort from the rail­ 
way station to the White House. 
The 
marine hand played In the back yard, 
and there many assembled to welcome

President Roosevelt during the sixty-

H e states that tires in 
1AJU2 were few, on account of the 
wet 
season. 
Then* were th irty four forest 
tires, mostly on brush and cut over land. 
They burned oxer 18,285 acres, and did 
damage to the amount of 83,820. 
Ligh t 
of them were caused by clearing land 
three by locomotives and 
two from 
burning meadows. 
There wen* forty 
»ix prairie and field tires, burning 31, 
1Z28 acres and doing damage to th** 
am ount of 812,318. 
G eneral Andrews urges th** Women s 
clubs to interest them sehes in forestry. 
as they have done in Pennsylvania.

15,000^000 acres of good agricultural 
land not yet under cultivation, an*! that
